Everyone  should  give  more  attention  to  planting  flowers  around 
their  homes.  There  is  nothing  that  adds  more  to  the  looks  or 
beauty  of  a  home  than  a  bed  of  flowers.  They  should  be  given  a 
space  by  the  farmer  as  well  as  those  who  live  in  the  city.  The 
care  is  small  as  most  flowering  plants  will  live  in  almost  any 
soil.  The  soil  best  adapted  to  flowers  generally  is  a  light  loam 
containing  a  sufficient  amount  of  sand  to  render  it  porous.  Many 
flowers  are  larger  and  finer  if  produced  on  plants  of  vigorous 
growth,  hence  a  portion  of  the  garden  should  be  prepared  by 
deep  digging,  thorough  pulverization,  and  liberal  enriching  with 
plenty  of  well-rotted  manure.  Some  other  varieties  produce  larg¬ 
est  and  finest  flowers  on  rather  light,  poor  soil.  The  principal 
thing  is  to  make  the  soil  as  fine  and  smooth  as  possible.  Never 
plant  flower  seed  when  the  ground  is  wet.  Cover  each  lot  of  seed 
to  a  depth  which  should  not  be  greater  than  six  times  the  thick¬ 
ness  of  the  seed.  Plant  in  rows,  press  the  soil  firmly  over  the 
seed.  The  young  plants  should  be  thinned  out  to  prevent  crowding. 

Plants  are  usually  divided  into  three  classes :  Annuals, 
Biennials  and  Perennials. 


Annuals  are  plants  that  usually  live  but  one  season. 

Biennials  are  plants  that  bloom  the  second  year  from  seed  and 
the  plant  dies  after  blooming. 

Perennials  are  plants  that  bloom  the  second  year  from  seed  and 
the  plant  lives  and  blooms  for  several  years.

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How  to  Care  for  Your  Lawn 


Nothing  will  add  to  the  appearance  and,  for  that  matter, 
actually  enhance  the  value  of  your  home  to  such  a  degree  as 
a  well-made,  well-kept  lawn.  A  good  lawn  is  easily  made. 

Soil  and  Preparation.  The  ideal  lawn  soil  is  a  well  drained, 
moderately  rich  and  moderately  heavy  loam.  If  raw  sub-soil 
has  been  exposed  in  grading,  cover  or  replace  it  to  a  depth 
of  8  inches  with  top  soil  from  an  old  meadow  or  garden. 
Avoid  fresh  stable  manure,  as  it  is  almost  invariably  full  of 
weed  seeds.  Vigoro  or  Bonemeal  is  excellent.  Spade  up  the 
soil  to  a  depth  of  6  to  8  inches,  mixing  in  the  manure  or 
other  fertilizer,  and  then  rake  the  surface  fine  and  level. 

Seeding.  Sow  the  seed  evenly  over  the  surface.  To  insure 
a  thick,  even  stand,  use  plenty  of  seed.  Then  go  over  the 
surface  with  a  rake  and  rake  it  in  such  a  way  that  the  seed 
will  be  covered.
